The committee continued to ques- 


tion witnesses in connection with the 
death of Martin Tabert of Xorth Da- 
kota who died while serving a sen- 
ience at leased convict camp of the 
Putnam lumber camp. 


BOSS IS INDICTED

flogged to death by "Walter Higgin- 
botham who witnesses say, was the 
"camp's whipping boss." Higginboth- 
am is now under indictment charging 
first degree murder growing out of 
the investigation

Gardner 
declared 
that 
he 
was 


whipped three times without cause 
within a week, that lie received ap- 
proximately SO licks each time and 
Higgenbotham was the whipping- boss. 


"Higgcnbotham told me afterwards 
that he thought I was one of the'm 
turpentine fellows, IS, in number, who 
had arrived at the carnp," the witness 
said. 


"Then you "were a victim of mis- 


taken identity?" he wag asked. -

men after (hat.

plained about treatment in the last 
camp they were in."

He told of a flogging given Tabert 
four days .before the la tier's death.

Powder River. Wyoming, when single- 
handed, he shot and killed "Schack- 
nasty" Jim and his two fellow bandits.

Top Of Cliff, In Spectacular 


Fight Since Monday

Ijondon—Hidden in a. cave 100 feet 


from the, top of. -a. .cliff .rising- 'perpen- 
dicularly from the coast line near the 
causeway north of Kerry, a desperate 
band of Irish Republicans has been 
holding out against the Free State 
troops since Monday in one of 
the 


most spectacular fights of the govern- 
ment's struggle with the irregulars, 
according to a dispatch to the Eve- 
ning Star from Dublin Wednesday. 


Although the Republicans do 
not 


seem to have a chance to escape they 
are able to guard effectively the pre- 
cipitous 
approach 
to the 
cave, a 


narrow path from the top of the cliff, 
down which even the venturesome 
Kerry goat has not the temerity 
to 


descend. 
It seems improbable there- 


fore, that the Irresulars will be routed 
out so long as their food and water 
lasts. A yawning <hasm beneath the 
mouth of the cave awaits the inlruder 
who makes a false step in descend- 
ing the path.

THE LUMBER INDUSTRY AND 


FORESTRY POLICY 


Naturally the public is curious to know 


what is the attitude of the lumber indus- 
try toward the crystallization of a policy 
that cannot but intimately affect it. as the 
primary and by far the greatest, indus- 
trial group concerned with the forests. 


The lumbermen, both as owners of for- 


est land and as citizens both as manufac- 
turers and as taxpayers, want to see this 
forestry problem settled now while it can 
be done easily and at. comparatively small 
expense and not years and years later 
when the forest conditions will perhaps 
invite, whether or not they necessitate 
more drastic and certainly much more ex- 
pensive, action to-achieve the same end 
that can now be achieved simply, at low 
cost, and without embarrassment to the 
forest industries themselves. 


•At its recent annual convention in New 


Orleans, the National Lumber Manufac- 
turers association enunciated its advocacy 
of a consistent reforestation policy in a 
series of resolutions. 
The general posi- 


tion of the lumbermen, as reflected by 
"Wilson Comptou, Secretary and Manager 
of the National association, in his address 
to the convention, is "that there must be 
developed an American forestry policy as 
distinguished 
from European 
forestry 


methods which are needlessly expensive, 
for American forest conditions. 
Advo- 


cates of the introduction 
o-f European 


methods into the United States, said Mr. 
Compton. "forget that Europe is poor in 
available forest lands: and we are rich. 
France, for instance, has about half an 
acre of productive forest lands per inhab- 
itant: Germany a little less, and Switzer- 
land a little more than half a.u acre. "We 
iiavo nearly five acres per person. Tf 
nature will work for nothing on five acres, 
by what -warrant of logic shall we by ap- 
plying more expensive methods increase 
needlessly the cost of reforestation, for 
the sake of getting a larger product per 
acre than we need" There is a. sound and 
adequate American method of reforesta- 
tion, which deserves consideration irre- 
spective of whether reforestation be by 
private or public enterprise." 


It has been graphically calculated that 


the timber destroyed annually in the Unit- 
ed States by preventable fires is the 
equivalent of enough lumber to build five- 
room bungalows fifty feet apart on both 
sides of a street reaching from New York 
to Chicago.

until cheap power is furnished to farms, 
howsoever distant, farms may be from tho 
gcnorating- station.

In many 
respects farm life is happier, more plcas- 
ant and more easeful than city life.

Here Is Way To 
Make White Sauce 


The ability 
to make good white 


sauce is stressed by most cooking ex- 
perts and in many cooking schools 
it is the first lesson taught. 


For the housewife who has not been 


Laught in cooking school it is enough 
to remember that there are 
three 


white sauces and the proportions of 
:hese sauces should bo remembered. 
The first calls for one tablespoon of 
butter, one tablespoon ot flour, one 
cup of milk with one-quarter spoon 
of salt and a dash of pepper. The 
second calls for two tablespoons of 
butter, two tablespoons of flour, one 
cup of milk, with the same amount of 
salt and pepper. The third calls for 
four tablespoons of butter, one-half 
cup of flour, one cup of milk, with the 
same seasoning. 


The first sauce is used for creaming 


vegetables, the second for creaming 
meats, eggs, fish and in some scal- 
loped dishes, and the third sauce is 
used to hold together ingredients of 


croquettes and meat and fish loaves. 
It JH a binding sauce. 


Of course there are all sorts of pos- 


sible variations for these sauces. Al- 
ways water or part water can be sub- 
stituted for the milk, and cream or 
thick milk may be used to make a 
richer sauce. 
Meat stock 
may 
ba 


substituted for the liquid and when 
making a white sauce for vegetables 
some of the water drained from tha 
vegetables may be used. 
AVhat 
is 


known as "drawn butter sauce" is 
made by using four tablespoons of 
butter, f.vo of flour and a cup of boil- 
ing w.uer. Beehamel sauce is a Xo. 2 
or medium white sauce, with halt 
cream and half chicken stock used in 
place of the milk. It is used with 
mushrooms, made-over chicken dishes 
and the like. 
A mock 
hollandaisa 


sauce may he made from Xo. 2 sauca 
to which a little additional butter and 
an egg yolk aro added at the end 
with a few drops ot' lemon juice.
